25 tanks during yesterday, bringing 
to 191 the total lost in four days. 


The enemy also lost Stanislawow 


in soulheast Poland, and the Soviet 
communique said that nearly 
a 


company of Germans were killed 
in ah unidentified northern sector. 


Soviet warships were reported to 


have sunk four German ships and 
damaged three olhers. These in- 
cluded a 4,000 ton transport off the 
coast of Norway, and three patrol 
enters in the Gulf of Narva.

the school''of one Tyrannus. Here 
he met both Jews and; Creeks and 
many converts were made. Mira- 
cles of healing also spread Paul's 
fame. The success of his ministry 
is 
slimmed 
up in the 
succinct 


statement, "So mi-ghtly grew the 
word of the Lord and prevailed." 


But trouble was in the making; 


this time not from unbelieving Jews 
bxit from pagan sotirces. Ih Ephesus 
was the great temple of Diana. The 
local silversmiths had a'profitable 
trade in mdking silver'shrines for 
the worship of the goddess, and 
when they 
found their 'business 


falling off because of the number 
who 
were 
listening 
to Paul's 


preaching concerning the true God, 
and who were turning from the 
idolatrous worship, they stirred up 
a mob of people against Paul. 


The uproar was tremendous and 


.Paul and his companions were in 
serious danger. But a wise town 
clerk quieted the ondb, 'rebuked 
them for their 
lawlessness, 
and 


dispersed 
them. However, 
Paul 


found it 'ddv'isatole after the uproar 
had ceased to leave Ephesus and 
go to .Macedonia." 


It is to the Epistle to-.the'.-Ephes- 


ians that we must turn to get any 
adequate impression of the church 
at Ephesus. The'quality of Paul's 
letter indicates the quality of those

The high quality of the Epistld! 


is the more 
remarkable consid' 


ering the former 
state of many

company of Germans were killed 
in ah unidentified northern sector. 


Soviet warships were reported to 


have sunk four German ships and 
damaged three olhers. These in- 
cluded a 4,000 ton transport off the 
coast of Norway, and three patrol 
enters in the Gulf of Narva.

several weeks. 


The biggest walkout was at the

workers 


mained idle for the sixth day 
what CIO union leaders said was 
an unauthorized strike. The walk- 
out was reported caused because 
of. a controversy over

union grievance procedure. 


There was no indicatipn of a set- 


tlement of a dispute which result- 
ed in work stoppage last Thursday 
of 2,500 lextile workers in 
Dan- 


ville, Va. Spinners at the River- 
side and Dan River Colon Mills 
struck Thursday in prolest against 
employment of Negroes and 
lack of yearn resulted in enforced 
idleness for more than 2,000 other 
workers.

The cotfrse of events in Ephesus 


wfcs not unlike that in Corinth. For 
the first three months Paul spoke 
in'the synagogue, until strong op- 
position developed there, when he 
withdrew with the Christian dis 
ciples 
and ""disputed 
daily" in 


the school''of one Tyrannus. Here 
he met both Jews and; Creeks and 
many converts were made. Mira- 
cles of healing also spread Paul's 
fame. The success of his ministry 
is 
slimmed 
up in the 
succinct 


statement, "So mi-ghtly grew the 
word of the Lord and prevailed." 


But trouble was in the making; 


this time not from unbelieving Jews 
bxit from pagan sotirces. Ih Ephesus 
was the great temple of Diana. The 
local silversmiths had a'profitable 
trade in mdking silver'shrines for 
the worship of the goddess, and 
when they 
found their 'business 


falling off because of the number 
who 
were 
listening 
to Paul's 


preaching concerning the true God, 
and who were turning from the 
idolatrous worship, they stirred up 
a mob of people against Paul. 


The uproar was tremendous and 


.Paul and his companions were in 
serious danger. But a wise town 
clerk quieted the ondb, 'rebuked 
them for their 
lawlessness, 
and 


dispersed 
them. However, 
Paul 


found it 'ddv'isatole after the uproar 
had ceased to leave Ephesus and 
go to .Macedonia." 


It is to the Epistle to-.the'.-Ephes- 


ians that we must turn to get any 
adequate impression of the church 
at Ephesus. The'quality of Paul's 
letter indicates the quality of those 
to 
whom 
he wrote; 
and these

While nobody yet has been able 


to put salt on the tall of D-day, one 
gets the definite impression 
that 


the'gigantic Allied forces which are 
drawn up in battle array on the 
vital eastern and western sides of 
Hitler's European fortress are so 
well set that they could strike at 
will. 
There's an atmosphere of vast 


power held in leash, pending the TABLE 
arrival of the mysterious moment 
West 


which the favored few of the Al- 
lied, high command have 
chosen. 


You get what I mean from events 
on:the Russo-German front in Ro- 
mania. 


There, in an effort to forestall 


the coming storm, the 
Hitlerites 


have been making furious 
attacks 


against a Red line which has held 
them with contemptuous strength. 
Up in southeastern Poland —gate- 
way to Germany — the Nazis also 
have been making anxious explora- 
tory thrusts, only to beat their 
heads against a similar stone-wall. 


So it is, too, with the Western 


Allies. The intensive, invasion-type 
bombing continues apace. Perhaps 
the American and British air fleets 
still have considerable spade work 
they want to do before the amphib- 
ious forces get into action — or 
perhaps the task is about 
done. 


That's not for the public to know. 
Still, many observers feel confident 
that the American-British combina- 
tion can strike at any moment it 
wnats to. 
. There may be other subsidiary 
offensives before the eastern and 
western fronts erupt. The Germans 
are looking for that. They think 
there may be an Allied invasion in 
the Balkans. They 
suspect that 


French legions from Africa may be 
flung into the valley of the Rhone 
in Southern France, 
- Well, both those operations—and 
others — might be undertaken as 
preliminaries to the grand assaults 
of D-day. "Hitler is going to 
be 


compelled to defend every loophole 
in his Fortress Europe. 
* Meantime we have a going and 
profitable business in Italy. Nazi 
Field Marshal jKesselring will have 
to use all his undoubted skill to 
save himself from the total' dis- 
aster which grow out of me defeat 
he already had suffered.'' 


The marshall 
sustained 
nasty 


blows when American forces got 
astride Via Casilina, thereby cui 
ting the main line of retreat from 
his southern front, while other Yan- 
kee troops, thrust through the Ger- 
man line into the Alban hills south 
of Rome. Loss of the Alban hill de- 
fenses would be a catastrophe for 
him, since he would be cut off from 
the highways, most of which cen- 
ters in Rome. 
' Thus much depends on the out 
come of the fierce battle for the 
Alban hills. Whatever may be the 
ultimate outcome of Kesselring's 
efforts to extricate his troops from 
the Allied trap, he already has suf- 
fered heavy casualties, 
and 
his 


losses in equipment have been ter- 
rific.
